In our letter to Lord Lans- 
dowjio we pointed out that the inde- 
ipendence of Panama was evidently an 
inccepted fact, but we wished to bring, 
through diplomatic channels, the at-

are not so well informed as the unfor- 
tunate people who have supplied Colom- 
bia with money in finst years. No set

Terms of New Canal Treaty Gives 
United States Absolute 
Control. 



Little Republic Will Cease to Ex 
ereise Any Power Within 
Zone. 



Washington, Nov.. 19.— The Panama 
commissioners. Dr. Amador mid Mr. 
fc'roderieo Boyd, today consulted Min- 
ister ISuuuu Varilla and Mr. L'ruiik D. 
Pavey, of New York, the legal nuvisui 
to the legation. It is understood the..- 
read over the treaty signed yesterday 
ibv Mr. Hay and Mr. Bunau Vnrili;.. 
and djsciwsed its terms and provisions 
in detail. It met their hearty approval. 

From various sources additional in- 
formation in regard to the terms aid 
provisions of the treaty have been "u- 
tuiued. Omlei' it the United States 
guarantees to maintain the independence 
n!' Panama within the /.one of territory 
for the canal and within the limits of 
the other lands acquired by the United 
States. The United States will have 
the same power as if the territory -were 
ceded to the Toiled Slates, and the He? 
public of Panama will cease to exercise 
any power and authority within that 
zone. 

The United States undertakes to con- 
struct modern systems of sewers and 
waterworks for the cities of Panama, 
and Colon, and has the right to collect 
tolls for the period of fifty years in 
order to pay the cost of their construc- 
tion, with interest. At the end of fifty 
years the sewers and waterworks be- 
come the property of the cities of Pana- 
ma and Colon. The Republic of Pana- 
ma undertakes to compel the cities of 
Panama and Colon to comply with th*, 
•sanitary ordinances of the United 
UStates, and if they fail tt> do so the 
United States has the right to enforce 
its rules and regulations in regard to 
sanitation.

PRESTIOE OCOJE. 

| Dne of the most remarkable features 
of the Vancouver campaign was the 
number of leading lights among the 
(Liberals who took part in it. The new- 
leader, .Mr. J. A. Macdonald, was there, 
suffering from a bad cold which the 
result of the election has, we doubt, 
failed to cure. The late leader, Mr. 
(Joseph 'Martin, was also in the fight, 
.making the best of issue's upon which 
the party refused to become enthusias- 
tic. Mr. 'Deane, late of Kamloops, now 
of Nelson, was also there, asking- of 
Vancouver to do what Kamloops had 
reCused to do, return a Liberal candi- 
date. Mr. McNiven, of Victoria, was 
also there, trying to rouse the flagging 
energies of the Vancouver Labor-Lib- 
erals. Last of all, iScnator Templeman, 
a member of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's cabi- 
net, fresh from Ottawa, expecting- to 
have himself refreshed by the Liberal 
breezes of British Columbia, after a fa 
tiguing session at Ottawa, was there 
also. They were all there, Martin Lib- 
orals, and Labor Liberals, and Ottawa 
iLiDerals, and Chinese Commission Lib 
orals, like will animals with tempo 
rarily subdued passions in the face of 
danger from fire or flood. Yet by their 
united efforts, they contrived to come 
.within O50 votes of the Conservative 
candidate. It was a great achieve 
mcnt, a great and marvelous achieve- 
ment, ami a happy augury for the future 
of 'Liberalism in this province. All these 
great men have now doubtless returned 
to their own homes, to tell just exactly 
how it happened. The Liberal party 
has been very badly advised. The new 
leader has made a bad start. The old 
leader is a wiser man and a better poli- 
tician. The party invited and subjected 
itself to this deadly blow. The only 
credit we take to ourselves is to have 
foreseen where it would strike them, 
how hard, aud with what effects. Sure- 
ly the Liberals do not imagine that the 
effect of the Vancouver election censed 
with the declaration of the .poll and the 
return of Mr. Wilson. They cannot be 
so fatuous as to think that. This elec- 
tion has paralyzed the capacity of their 
party for opposition along the lines they 
have laid down, and has forced them 
to shift their ground, or earn, not mere- 
ly defeat, hut contempt. The Liberals 
have been claiming the necessity of 
another appeal „to the country. They 
have been shown pretty clearly that the 
country docs not want any more ap- 
peals, mo! simply regards as political 
agitators and anarchists those who seek 
to reverse the verdict it has already 
given. If the Liberals succeeded, by ob- 
structive opposition and political tricks, 
in their appnrent design of forcing an 
V.p.peal to the country, they would be 
snowed under. 'Surely this election must 
have taught them that. It is idle to say 
that Mr. Wilson appeared before the 
people with the prestige of a portfolio 
and tho advantage of being the govern- 
ment's candidate, in a bye-election. It I 
is idle to say these things, because thej 
prestige and advantage depended entire- 
ly upon his own return. He carried the | 
government on his back in this election. 
Cflad he been defeated the government 
could not have remained very long in 
oflicc. We insisted upon that feature of 
the election before he was elected. It 
may have been an admission that is 
not usually made, but it was a fact 
abundantly evident in the circumstances 
of the case, anil just as evident to the 
electors <if Vancouver as to ourselves. 
It was a fact which deprived him 'if a 
great deal of prestige in the fight. It cut 
off from him all extraneous ndvantages 
derived from office and power. Yet his 
majority in a straight light was as much 
and more than that of any 'if his col- 
leagues in a fight where sixteen candi- 
dates ran for five seats. If that carries 
no meaning to the Liberal party, then 
that parly is beyond the reach of rea- 
son. iSurcly it must recognize that tho 
country demands that the present gov- 
ernment be tried upon determinate is- 
sues of policy and performance, and has 
no sympathy whatever with the purely 
factional issues upon which the Liberal 
party is now with such ill success, en- 
deavoring to build up its cause. 



TRUSTS AiXlD PROTECTION. 



One of the most favorite arguments 
of free traders is (hat protection stimu- 
lates and rosters the creation of trusts. 
There is a superficial justification for 
this argument. The free traders Bay 
that protection limits the area in which 
the principle of competition is effective, 
and therefore restricts its operation 
against interferences with tho law of 
supply and demand. The fallacy of that 
argument is not at ifirst blush discov- 
erable. It. lies in the fact that it pre- 
supposes that the principle of competi- 
tion is affected by the area in which it 
is allowed tn operate. It is needless to 
say thct if competition can ho extin- 
guished within any specified limit, it is 
not a principle of general operation at 
all. If it is a principle of general oper- 
ation, it must operate independently ot 
geographical limitations. 'Now the 
trust problem isj not the existence of 
what wo understand iby wntinpoly, but 
•tllo "improper use' of what we under 
tiaud. by. monopoly. Tl.^ne^ular con 



on the lands. (Such a monopoly would be 
exercised by means of rack-rent in any 
ono of its myriad forms. The term is 
derived from an instrument, of torture, 
and gives a comprehensive description 
of the methods of monopoly which we are 
discussing. Now hero we have a per- 
fect example of a monopoly improperly 
exercised. There is no possible escape 
from it. Ohviously_such a monopoly in 
actual cases is met by the competition 
of other lands. ITho people emigrate. 
But we are supposing an area from 
which they ■cannot emigrate, that is a 
complete and perfect monopoly of land. 
iWhat happens then if that monopoly is 
improperly exercised, as tho popular im- 
agination thinks it might be without 
any but agreeable consequences to the 
monopolists— famine and depopulation 
Wo are not dealing with the personal 
equation at all. We are not contendin 
tlint injurious monopolies have not 
caused, and are not capable of causing, 
widespread misery. We are only main- 
taining that there is an economic equa- 
tion in which monopolies improperly ex- 
orcised are worn down, so that even a 
perfect monopoly of land would perish 
by meeting the competition of the grave. 
Every student of history knows that the 
system of land tenure in Irleand inde- 
pendently of the will of either landlord 
or tenant, established a land monopoly 
ingeniously perfect and oppressive in 
its operation. It did not enrich one 
class of the people at the expense of 
another. It impoverished both. Let us 
take an instance of a very imperfect 
monopoly, but one usually regarded as 
a strong one, and one arbitrary in its 
action, the Standard Oil Trust. It is 
not by any means an exclusive moaop- 
oly. It meets the competition of the 
sun, of electric light, of coal gas, of 
caudles and of torches. But so far as 
oil ilhimiuants go, it is an absolute 
monopoly. Why can the IStaudard Oil 
Trust not arbitrarily raise ' the 
price of oil far above its pres- 
ent level' Simply because other 
illuminants would be used, and where 
other illuminants could not be used peo- 
ple would sit by firelight. Monopoly 
powers improperly exercised destroy 
themselves by the extinction of the de- 
mand for the commodities monopolized, 
and this happens just as certainly with- 
in a protected area as within an unpro- 
tected area. Tf geographical limitations 
had anything to do with the disintegra- 
tion of monopolies it would he a poor 
lookout for the world, because the first 
world-wide monopoly built up would 
have the world at its mercy. The prac- 
tical proof that protection has nothing 
to do with the monopolistic practices of 
United states trusts is the fact that 
the trusts expecting undue and illicit 
profits by monopoly, are already falling 
in .prices without the United 'States tar- 
iff having been altered in the slightest 
particular. 'What did the water in the 
stocks of these trusts represent? It 
represented capital created, and to de- 
rive it.s earning power, from prices ar- 
tificially raised by monopolistic meth- 
ods. It has no value upon the market 
today. The water has all been squeezed 
out, every drop. 'If monopoly had the 
power claimed for it by the popular im- 
agination, the stock <jf these trusts 
would have as high a value as ever, 
instead of .the value of the legitimate 
business these trusts were formed to 
carry on, having shared in the gcjiornl 
shipwreck. The combinative principle 
properly applied means hiirlicr wages, 
steadier work, and a better regulation 
of supply to demand. But improperly ex- 
tended to the extraction of illegitimate 
profits by monopolistic methods, it 
means the paralysis of industry, wide- 
spread suffering and certainly no gains 
to the monopolist-;. That is a conclu- 
sion lying within a region of cause and 
effect into which the questions of tariffs 
does not enter.

A contractor can he 
Compelled, under bond, to complete his eon' 
tract for the price named, subject to tho 
approval of the city engineer, but it Is 
obviously Impossible to compel n city en- 
gineer to back up lils mistakes or mis- 
haps with hard cash.

,It is not necessary to abuse the people 
of Vancouver over the result of the elec- 
tion, as if they had cast their votes 
upon tho lowest possible of grounds, that 
of securing predominance to their own 
city on the councils of the province. 
(Those of them who voted for the Con- 
servative candidates at the general elec- 
tion certainly did not do so. But sure- 
ly those who voted for tho Conserva- 
tive candidates at the general election 
'could not have done otherwise than yote 
Ifor Mr. Wilson lit the bye-olection. Ho 
received about the same number of 
extra votes over the Conservative ninxi- 
tmum at the general election, as Captain 
Duff iStunrt received over tho Liberal 
[maximum. That is quite natural, un- 
less wo are to imagine that the Labor 
party approved of Liberals rather than 
[Conservatives, when it put up candi- 
dates to oppose both at the general elec- 
tion. There were also a large number 
of abstentions. Possibly the socialists 
did not vote at all, which would account 
for some of these. Possibly also, some 
electors of Liberal persuasion resented 
as an impertinence tho forcing of a 
hopeless and useless contest upon them. 
Altogether far from there beim,- any in- 
dication in the result that Vancouver- 
litea desired to exalt their own city at 
itho expense of the rest of the province, 
they seem to us to have had a very 
•proper appreciation of the best interests 
of the whole province. The Liberals nro 
already raising the cry of sectionalism, 
rrhey are willing to appeal to any preju- 
dice to inflame any grievance, to arouse 
any unworthy feeling, if only they am- 
flgine it will bring political grist to their 
jparty mill.

DAXGEIt TO LUMBER INDUSTRY. 
Sir,— In your Issue of the 18th yon state 
that Nnnai'mo people are worked up over 
the threatened existence of the lumber 
industry. .Mr. Haslnm of that place Is 
quoted as saying: '•The market for selling 
the product Is the real factor In establish- 
ing values." So far very true. It will be 
readily understood with the $2 duty tax im- 
posed" by Uncle Sain, t(i" United States 
completely shuts our product out of their 
market, and with no similar tariff on our 
part one will readily perceive the disad- 
vantage and unfairness of the proposition. 
Many of us are perhaps not aware of the 
fact tlint millions of feet of rough lumber 
arc? rushed across the Hue tn the Injury of 
cur mills coming in free of duty without 
let or hindrance. Of course, tills Is a Do- 
minion affair, and although of vital Im- 
portance to Hrltlsb Columbia, may he a 
matter of Indifference to Eastern Canadian 

mill men, and the Dominion government. 
Now, as regards competing for the vast 
shipping trade enjoyed by our American 
cousins, three or four millions being ship- 
ped by one steamer alone, will plainly 
show "with our hampered conditions and 
timber laws, as they now exist on this 
side of the line, we are right out of the 
swim. In Washington patented lands are 
bought right out; they are analogous to 
our crown granted lands with the excep- 
tion that they are free from royalty re- 
serve anil other Incumbrances, and then 
again another great drawback to the Intro- 
duction of capital to develop our great tim- 
ber resources Is ttie fact that our Island Is 
but roughly explored, and little Information 
to be bail from the government by those 
who would invest. To be as brief as pos- 
sible, 1 will recite a few disabilities under 
which we suffer. The lease laws do not 
find favor with business men In view of 
the fact that one must In tilt? tirst place, 
j in order to obtain a timber limit, 
I send i.ut cruisers to Hud It, at considerable 
expense, and when found It Is necessary 
to undertake the responsibility ami ex- 
pense of surveying It and having com- 
pleted nil that, yen are met With the dif- 
ficulty and risk of losing It, with all your 
preconceived Ideas and arrangements 
thrown to the wind, In the event of your 
non-success In bidding higher Ulan a pub- 
lic competitor at public auction. It Is true 
the government undertakes to reimburse 
one fur any outlay you can vouctl for, but 
it Is a poor proposition for the considera- 
tion of any business man, ami quite enough 
to deter most level-headed men. Hence the 
huge development of the timber Industry 
buill uu In Washington, where no such im- 
pediments exist. 

It is Imperative In Justice and the open- 
ing op of our resources that proper surveys 
are uinile of the Island and our timber lands 
exploited, and then put up fur sale In a 
business-like manner, and the method would 
keep not uf the tleld a brood of Impecunious 
speculators and the properties would be- 
ci.nie possessed by those who Intend to 
make si. me buna tide use of them.

It Is sometimes objected by persons who 
desire the consolidation of the Empire, but 
lire opposed to Mr. Chamberlain's plan, 
Unit preferential trade will hinder Instead 
of promoting the object In view. As Mr. 
Chamberlain explained at Glasgow, his In- 
tention at present Is to ask the colonies, 
when offering them preferential trade, not 
to Impose fresh protective dalles for the 
purpose of fostering Industries that do not 
now exist, which have been called Into 
being by protective duties, of course It Is 
not contemplated to Interfere with. The 
colonies would not sacrifice them if we 
were foolish enough to ask them to do so. 
And it Is not Intended to ask them. They, 
therefore, will continue. Hut .Mr. Cham- 
berlain thinks that the colonies would he 
ready to undertake not to call Into being 
by artificial means industries not now ex- 
isting, provided they were given tho ad- 
vantages of preferential trade. To this It 
Is objected that the colonies are very un- 
likely to agree, and that If they do agree, 
they will he acting foolishly. The true 
Imperial Idea, It Is urged, Is that every por- 
tion of the Empire should be ns prosperous 
as possible; that, therefore, every portion 
..l' the. Umpire should turn to the best pos- 
sible account all lis natural resources; and, 
consequently, thai wherever an opportunity 
Offers for founding new Industries they 
should be founded. If that be so, then it

No- 
body in his senses would think of parl'n- 
ment Imposing protective duties to force 
the growth of some Industry, say, in Eng- 
land, that would be Injurious to Scotland 
or Ireland, or In Scotland or Ireland that 
would be Injurious to England. Why, then, 
supposing the Empire were federated, and 
that all parts were thoroughly loyal and 
united, should any colony artificially call 
Into existence n means of competing with 
the mother country ?

New York, Nov. 11). — (Prices In the stock

The 
Strength of the bonds seemed to he unaf- 
fected bv an intimation that a new syndi- 
cate would be formed to take over the 
bond holdings of the present one anil to 
underwrite them at 05, presumably with 
the purpose of disposing of them at a profit 
to the public. Nothing officially was forth- 
coming regarding the syndicate operations 
before the market closed. 

United States Steel may have been affect- 
ed by the session of the trunk lines officials 
to consider the request of steel manufactur- 
ers to a reduction on export steel freight 
rates. 

Very discouraging reports were In circu- 
lation' In Hie city regarding the rate of 
earnings on the present output of I lilted 
States Steel, and rumors were very persis- 
tent on the entry of large interests In the 
old steel companies into some of the lade- 
pendent combinations. The advances In Re- 
public Steel was a reflection of those ru- 
mors. Light buying for foreign account 
was a factor In the strength of the day's 
market. The consummation of tlie sea- 
board settlement was a saving Inlluence 
en this class of stocks, pointing to the 
probability of absorption and consolidation 
glowing Ho mthe recent troubles caused, by 
the shrinkage In these stocks.

Khe has been chartered with an option of 
purchase, and will leave Portland on Wed- 
nesday next for Victoria. Mr. It. Duns- 
tnull has also purchased the barb Oregon, 
having made the deal personally at Sun 
Francisco with W. E. lllglmll & Co., and 
the bark left the Golden Gate on Monday 
to sail to this port. She will then be towed 
Jo Ladysmlth, where she will be dismasted 
jind converted Into a barge. Mr. It. Dims- 
uiulr has secured the barges Richard III. 
and Hie Kerr from It. Dunsmulr'a Sons 
'Co., and with the tug Sampson, which will 
.arrive toward the end of next week, he 
will enter the towage business, taking 
cargoes of coal north to the Treadwe'l 
mines from the Island mines of It. Duns- 
inuir's Sons Co., and bringing cargoes of 
concentrates south. 

The tug Sampson Is a Hue tug, second 
only to the Lome In power and speed. She 
lias made a line record In sea-going towage 
oil' the turbulent Columbia river bar. Her 
last visit to this port was about two weeks 
sigo, when she brought up the barge Wash- 
Jucna and loaded a load of coal on her 
tow at Ladysmlth. The tug ran out of

The 
manner of operation was to have one 
gang go ahead ami cut the roots of 
the stumps iiikI have a second .follow 
with levers mid pry out the stumps.

lo the latter. It was the opinion of a 
very large section of the spectators, in- 
cluding nearly all the experienced judges 
of boxing, that both decisions were pos- 
sibly the most rankly rotten ever given 
in this city. . 
i In tun first place, Cupman proved 
himself nt all points the cleverer boxer, 
and lie had GrUttth in such a condition 
at the conclusion of the sixth round 
that another would unquestionably have 
given Cupman the contest without tliu 
aid of the referee. If ever a decision 
was honestly earned, it was by tho 
clever bluejacket, and the declaration of 
a draw was received with shouts of 
disapproval. Grilllth boxed well, but 
Cupman at no time was in any danger 
and clearly outpointed his opponent jii 
every round, and in the sixtli bad law 
'badly distressed. 

It is exceedingly difficult to under- 
stand how Referee uodd could huvt 
given the decision to Green when all 
the facts are taken into account. At 
tell was boxing away out of his class 
in matching with Green; for the latlei 
could not have weighed an O'inee less 
than 12 or 15 pounds more than Attell 
and he is fully a head taller. In fact 
he is a heavy lightweight while Attell 
is on the feather line. .-Add to those 
serious differences the Wat that Green 
has a formidable record of victories 
won in short order, that he is older 
and has inuell more experience of the 
game than Attell, and the ouJa become 
almost comical. 

1'et, what are the facts about last 
night's match? Simply that Green could 
make nothing lit all Of Attell; never 
once had him groggy, never once had, 
him even strictly on the defensive, tor 
no experienced judge of the game is | 
io be deceived by a boxer smothering i 
up onc« in a while, altnougli there must 
have been a fair-sized crowd in Uiej 
house last night who had never seeu n i 
boxing contest to judge by l.heir re- ] 
marks. A most careful and impartial 
stenographic note of the contest from i 
bell to bell shows that Attell hail a 
much larger percentage' of leads and 
counters, and that he delivered by far 
the greater number of really effective 
'blows. Where the inexperienced crowd, 
and perhaps the referee, were deceive!, 
•was probably "in failing to appraise- 1 
Green's favorite straight left lo- I lie 
•l ace i.i delivery which became _ monot- 
onous in its frequency) at its real 
worth. That tftose blows meant abso- 
lutely nothing except to excite that por- 
tion 'of tlie crowd which would find it 
difficult to distinguish between a 
boxing ' glove and a Dutch 
cheese, is" proved by the fact that 
although several of them reached Al- 
ton's nose in every round, they failed at I 
anv time to draw any colors. It was' 
this weak, ineffective, time-wasting de- 
livery that made the inexperienced por-| 
tiou of the crowd roar with delight. To , 
be effective the straight left for the face 
must be a timed blow— that is, it must 
be delivered exactly at the moment that 
the opponent leads.

14.— Head Island Is only eight knots distant 
and has some enterprising Bottlers from 
Dakota. The rash of Americans across the 
border Is not couflued to the Northwest 
Territory, but It takes an American to ilnd 
out tlie best spots to locate In this h.n,. 
the Empire. 

The first pioneer of Head Island was a 
veteran blacksmith, Mr. 10- W. Wylio, host 
of the Burdwood hotel, named after the 
bay In which It Is situated. Five settlers 
followed and two more are on their way, 
Including Mr. Wylle's brother, and possi- 
bly his brother-in-law. Ills son-in-law, Mr. 
Stendinnn, with ula family, have already 
arrived. 

These valuable colonists bring their fam- 
ilies and their household goods, 15IKI miles, 
to Ilnd a home beneath the British Hag. 

The school attendance has so much In- 
creased, the average lately being 15, that 
'Mr. Wjile has given an acre site for the 
ground, and placed a sound foundation on 
it. The department Is encouraging him 
bv the erection of a substantial weather- 
proof structure 'JO feet by 'M feet, besides 
a corridor and hell tower designed by the 
donor of the site, who also gives a $10 
bell to be hung In the belfry. In the mean- 
time the bell has been lent to the Uouiuu 
Catholic church there.
